This means that for every two 
boys and girls who sought a high 
school education at the beginning 
of the century, ten times that many 
are asking for the privilege today. 
Free Education 
This is considered particularly sig­ 
nificant in view' of the fact that the 
United States is the only great n a­ 
tion in the world that provides an 
opportunity for a free secondary 
education for the children of all the 
l>eople. 
Figures have been compiled to 
show the number of high school pu­ 
pils for every IOO pupils enrolled in 
the public schools from the school- 
year ending in 1900 to the year end­ 
ing in 1929. The exceptionally rapid 
growth from 1925 on is due to the 
introduction of 
the 
junior 
high 
school organization which changed 
the status of a number of seventh 
and eighth grade pupils who were 
formerly recorded as belonging to 
the 
elementary 
division, 
officials 
pointed out.

GOOD LIKENESS 


Statue Recalls Grand Old Man 
Of Congress To Veterans 
Of National Body. 


By Herbert Plummer 
Washington—-“Uncle 
Joe” 
Can­ 
non. after a lapse of many years, 
has moved down from an obscure 
place in the office bilding that 
houses the branch of congress over 
which he presided so long, to the 
most conspicuous spot In the struc­ 
ture. 
“Uncle Joe” may now be seen in 
the lobby of the house office build­ 
ing—against a column in that vast 
marble enclosure. No one who en­ 
ters there can help but pause and 
admire the fine likeness of that be­ 
loved old “czar” of the house in 
days gone by. 
Albert Jaegers made this barble 
portrait of “Uncle Joe” when mem­ 
bers of the house moved in the office 
building for the first time. "Uncle 
Joe’s" interest in having the huge 
s’ acture started and his zeal in 
pushing it to completion prompted I 
’he house to order his bust put I 
there. 
The bust was unveiled in a little 
niche at the head of the stairway 
on the third floor leading to the cua- 
eus room. There it has remained I 
since, virtually unnoticed. 
Stogie Missing 
Efforts to illuminate the stairway 


that the bust might be seen to a 
better advantage proved in vain. It 
was finally decided to remove it to 
the light-flooded lobby.

His appearance “downstairs” has 
also caused a revival of “Cannon- 
olia" among those who knew him in 
the days that he was speaker of the 
house. There were probably more 
stories told by and about “Uncle 
Joe” while he was in Washington 
than any other public official. The 
best of these are being heard again.
